tom, under the enormous pressure.

water •came through. 


The dam from this moment was big-lily unsafe. The cap of it 


wias blown off with dynamite to relieve 
I he pressure. This did 


it toarm, rather than good. 
The dam was a terrible menace 


every clay and hour. 


'The 'engineers reported that a cutoff wall should be runscd 


behind the .dam, and the bottom nrulr- secure. 
But this was not 


done. 
The -thing remained. throu?h somebody's neglect, 
as 
it 


was, nearly two ywirs. 


And th«i. on the last day of September last, the dam broke; 


the water, which vias 48 f*ot dccv, poured -thiou^h in a mass. The 
town of Austin 
was overwhelmed, and 100 lives were lost.
